It is about go miles 
long, from north to fouth, and 39 miles 
in the broadéft part, from eaft to weft, 
It is almof furrounded with rocks and 
mountains, fo that it is difficult of ac- 
cefs. The inland part is dlfo moun- 
tainous ; but there are plains which 
produce plenty of corn, and hills that 
abound with vines, olive-trees, and 
fruit-trees of various kinds. The 
ifland is well watered, and ftored with 
black cattle, theep, and a Iprightly, 
but fmall breed of horfes. There are 
fome mines of iron, and {ome of allum. 
The principal town is Bafia. The 
ifland is fo fituated; as to be extremely 
convenient for a maritime natjon ; and 
this fituation was improved by the an- 
cient inhabitants; not to eftablith any 
trade of their own, but to amhoy that 
of other ftates by a perpetual piracy ; 
fo that a Corfair and a Pirate became 
fynonimous terms,

-LXXXVII, An account of an effay 
towards 2 natural hiltory of the Adria- 
tick fea, by Vitalano Donati, M. D. 

Donati, after many difficult and dan- 
gerous refearches, has difcovered that 
there is very little difference between 
the bottom of the Adriatic, and the fur- 
face of the neighbouring countriés. 
That there are at the bottom of the wa- 
ter, mountains, plains, vallies, and ca- 
verns, juft as upon the land: that the 
il confilts of different ftrata placed one 
upon another, which in general are pa- 
railel and correfpondent to thofe of the 
rocks, iflands, and neighbouring con- 
tinents,and confilis of ftones of different 
kinds, minerals, metals, various petri- 
fied fubitances, and pummice ftone, and 
lava, which have been produced by 
Volégnos. 

Iftria, Morlachia, Dalmatia, Albania, 
and {ome other adjacent countries, con- 
fit of a, whitifh marble, called by the 
antients Marmor Tragurienfe, and by 
the modern Italians, Marmo di Rovigne, 
ofthe fame marble confifts the corref- 
pondent bottom of the Adriatic, .In 
this vaft mafs of marble; there is a mul- 
titude of marine bodies ina ftate of pe- 
trifaétion, fome of which are fo incor- 
porated with the fubitance of the ftone, 
as fcarce to be diftinguifhed from it. 
There are alfo fome petrified human 
bones, which’ form one mafs with a 
mixture of marble, red earth, and: a 
kind of {par called StalaGites. 

The marbleghat forms the hed of this 


D 
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a foot, are intirely petrified andsrédu- 
ced into marble. This memoir is a 
tranflation from the French, and there 
are in it fome paflagesthat are at once 
ridiculous and obicure, but ‘whether 
the tranflator or author is in fault 
does not appear. This rematk willbe 
juftified by the following quotation. 

*« Thefe different Marine.| bodies, 
which enter into the compofition of 
“ this cruft, are found at! the depthof 
a foot or more intirely petrified, ! and 
reduced into marbie s:-At lefsthan 
the depth of a foot. they;:approach 
nearer to a natural ftate:.and:atothe 
furface of this cruft they areeither déad 
** (tho extreamiy well preferved) or 
“* living.” 

The fubftances comprehended under 
the term, Marine bovtes.;im this para- 
graph, are in that which immediately 
precedes it faid to hetefiaceous and cra/= 
taceous bodies, and beds of polypes, and we 
are here told, thatthey are either /eving 
or dead; but that which never, was & 
ving cannot with propriety be faid to be 
dead; and neither tefaccous body, eraf- 
taceous body, or beds of polypes, are proper 
names for any animal, tho’ they are 
proper names for the covering or the 
dwelling of animals, and if by beds of 
polypes the writer means the polypesthem- 
felves, and by eruftaceous and teflaceous 
bodies, he means f/bes, which are cove- 
red with fuch fubftances, we are not 
much illuminated by his information, 
that at the furface they were found ei- 
ther ving or dead, except we are to in- 
fer that thofe which were found below 
the furface, were neither dead nor living, 
which indeed would be maiter of great 
wonder and curiofity. The meaning 
probably is that at the furface of the 
cruft, fome, of the polypes and other 
Marine ammals were. found fti!l li- 
ving, and, thofe fhat were dead were. 
extreamly well preferved.. 

The following paragraph is not lefs 
perplexed and obicure, and as nothing 
can be taithfully abridged tili:it is per- 
feétly undertood, we have tranicribed 
it. for the {peculation of {uch readers 
whofe ingenuity is able‘to difcover 
what it means.

The conviilfions of the mufcles of the 
neck were fo enormous, that this pee 
feemed nearly as big as the head.. The 
pulfe was at-this time very fmall, quick, 
concentrated, and convylfed; a cold 
glutinous fweat overflowed the whole 
body. The veins of his ayms and legs, 
were opened, but very litile blood iffu. 
ed,and that fo flowly that it. coagulated 
at the orifice. In-this condition the 
patient remained three hours; when 
his ftrength decaying, his fcreams.cea- 
fed, the convulfions abated, and he died

T H Edifpute concerning the origin 
of dew feems as yet to be left un- 
determined. Some philofophers have 


:© diffipated by the wind, in form.ot dews 
‘ and that thofe bubbles..or veticules

* rate, eafily gather. jnto larger drops 
* (when they Bil) by their own attrace 
* tion ; and are,.in thatttate, found.on

WT is eftablithed as a maxim, by art 
admirable politician of the laft cen- 
tury,that a multiplicity of laws is a mul- 
tiplicity.of {nares for the people, and oc- 
cafions the corruption of government. 
Had he lived till this time, he would 
have feen this maxim verified by me- 
lancholy experience. Our laws are in- 
credibly numerous, and are pafféd in 
fuch fecrecy, that they may be Uterally 
faid to be {nares ; and it is difficult for 
the moft cautious man, who leads an 
aftive lite,to avoid offending innocent- 
ly againft {ome penal ftatute ; to which 


‘ perhaps he may be as great a ftranger as 


he may be to the laws of the Koran. 

As itis, and in reafon ought to be, a 
fundamental maxim, that no man fhall 
be allowed to plead ignorance of the 
law, certainly all potlible endeavours 


= fhould be ufed, to make every one ac- 


quainted with what the laws enact. It 
ought to be the primary intent of all le- 
gillative aéts, todeter men from commit- 
ing the feveral offences, thereby made 
criminal,&c. but ours only feem to have 
a fecondary view : for they declare the 
offence in fecret, and then imprifon and 
hang the miferabie offenders, wha are 
fometimes trapped into guilt, for want 
of knowing the fevere penalty of the 
law. And we may venture to fay, that 
the judgments of Jaw, even in the diffe- 
rent criminal cafes, are not known'to 
one in a thoufand. 

Betore the invention of printing, ail 
ftatutes were proclaim’d by the theriffof 
every county, by virtue of the king's 
writ: and why the invention of print- 
jag thould have made fuch proclamati- 
ons unneceilary, is not eaily to becon- 
‘ceived:

out of 350, of which’ the party confifted, 
Bot, it ‘1s fince faid, upwards of a1oo of 
them were taken prifoners, and it is fuppo- 
fed only’ about go were killed >? On the 
Colonel's réturn to the fort, Gen. Webs was 
informed of it: but de did not credit the re- 
port of fo Jarge a body coming againit them, 
till the'zd of Auguft, when their fcouts dif- 
covered them upon the lake: that night 
Gen, Webb was for going off himfelf to Fort 
Edvard, and could hardly be prevailed on 
to tarry’ till the next morning, when he 
marched off early with a ftrong guard, lea- 
ving the defence of Forz William-Henry to 
Col. Monro and Col, Young, with about 2300 
then, The French'landed the 2d, & the Indians 
furréunded the breaft works of the Engi:/b,

French general with being'falfe 
and aliar to them ; that he had promifed 
them the plundet of the Englifh, and they 
would have it i The Englifh finding tliem- 
felves fo bafely uféd, many of them took to 
their heels, and fled naked, About 600 of 
them foon got to Fort Edward, and repor- 
ted, that the Indians. had maffacred great 
numbers, particularly the women, children, 
and wounded ; and as no more. than thofe 
600 came in for two or three days, it was 
believed all the reft were murdered ; but 
the colonels Monro and Young, feeing.how 
things went on, furrendered themfelges to 
the French, with upwards of .300 more of 
their men, and_ it was. obferyed. after the 
firt fury of plundering, the Indigas, ftopt 
their hands of a fudden, and the Fregeb re- 
covered many out of their-hands whom they 
were carrying off, and in the whole up- 
wards of 1000 Exgii/p are returned. 

The Freich and Indians were five days in 
demolifhing the fort and works,. and.in 
carrying off the provifions, of which,. “tis 
faid, there was a fufficiency for ¥ gooe spen 
for 6 months. They catried off.and de- 
ftroyed all the-boats of the Eaglifb, as alfo 
their baggage, arms, &c, and upwards of 
roo live oxen, feveral Negroes and horfes ; 
in fhort, every thing that was worth ta- 
king ; and then difmiffed their prifoners, 
and embarked themfelves to.return to Ti- 
conderoga ; telling the Engiifo they fhoutd be 
time enough back to Quebec to receive Lord 
Loudoun. Aji this time Gen, Webb lay at 
Fort Edward, and would not fuffer the mili- 
tia to march to the affiftance of the fort. 

We were continually flattering ourfelves 
with hopes of Ld Loudoun’s falling upon 
their back, as we heard he was to fail a-
